2. Citations and Explanations (Rule 70.7) 

Claims 1-10 lack an inventive step under PCX Article 33(3) as being obvious over US 2004/0002903 to Stolfo et al., hereinafter Stolfo, 
in view of US 2002/0099649 to Lee et al., hereinafter Lee. Stolfo discloses verifying the business with an authorization center and the' 
transaction process that occurs throughout the process. Lee discloses the use of multiple keys to identify a user in a business transaction. 
It would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to include the multiple keys of Leo in the card transaction process of 
Stolfo. sine© Lee states at paragraph [0045] that while no one key is entirely reliable, the use of multiple keys provides a probabilistic 
identification, thereby providing a more likely chance that the user seeking identification is who they claim to be. 
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
